Tog may form in at least three differ- 


But ways; first, where the air is cooled 
by rapid radiation; second, where the 
cooling results from a mixtureof differ- 
ent air currents; and third, where a 
cooling1 has been caused by an uplifting 
of the air. The first is the most com- 
r»n cause of fog formation. Radiation 
fog is generally formed over surfaces 
nearly level, when warm air comes in 
contact with cold grouEd. Sea, fogs oc- 
cur whe>i there is ft marked difference 
between the temperatures of the water 
and the air, or when two water currents 
of different temperatures are contigu> 
ous. Coast fogs are fonmed when in- 
flowing moist air from the sea passes 
over a chilled land, but more generally 
are formed at sea during the presence ol 
some great area of high pressure, or 
"anti-cyclone," as it is technically 
known, and then are carried inland, dis- 
solving as they go. It must be remem- 
bcrnl that the atmosphere is something 
like a great gaseous eponge. Compire*- 
sion and expansion are constantly going 
on, with resulting cloudy and clear 
skies and different temperatures; for 
various layers. Some of the inversions 
of the temperatrare found with the 
anti-cyclonic conditions illustrate this 
excellently. At. such times we find that 
«t the foot of a large hill or mountain 
it is colder than at the top. The air is 
often 20 or 30 degtrees warmer at the 
summits than in the valleys. Our great 
fog banks rnd the fogs which reimain 
for days are due to such temperature In- 
versions. On the Pacific coast it is easy 
to trace the relations between the move- 
ment of the "high" area- and the tog. 
Prof. Davis tells of somewhat similar 
conditions in December, 1679, when the 
lowlands of Europe were shrouded in 
fog for most of the month, while in the 
mountains it was clear and mild, and 
over 20 degrees warmer than below. 
The low countries were lost beneath the 
sea and the fog, and the hills piercing 
through were like islands in their Iso- 
lation.. Fmit growers are familiar with 
these temperature Inversions and the 
*ogs which sometimes 
accompany 


them. Fruit and vegetables in the val- 
leys ore frost, bitten, while on the hill- 
sides they escape. 


Xaf lire provides in the blanket of fog 
i means of preventing the extreme low 
temperatures which would otherwise 
result. More than a century ago Thom- 
as Jefferson, who appears to have been 
the first to notice these peculiarities of 
frost, wrote: "I have known frosts so 
severe as to kill the hickory trees 
nroumi about Mon.ticello.andyet.notin- 
jure the tender fruit, blossoms then in 
bkiom omthe topand higher parts of the 
mountain, and in the course of 40 years, 
(hiring which it has been settled there 
hnve been bnt two instances of a gen- 
eral loss of fruit on it, while in the cir- 
cumjacent country the fruit, has es- 
cniM-d but twici> in thelastseven years." 
—Harper's Magazine.

Presidents are made for better or for 
worse. Such as they are in naffural 
faculties and strength, so they must 
serve—some of them leaning on official 
advisers and bureaucraticclerksin every 
etep they ta.ke; and some of them put- 
ting the stamp of thciroivn individuali- 
ty on the papers and acts which make 
up an administration. 


When, a president-elect, facing the 


chief justice, has repeated the constitu- 
tional oath: "I do solemnly swear htat I 
will faithfully execute the office of 
president of the (Tnited States,and will, 
to the best of my ability, preserve, pro- 
tect, and defend the constitution of the 
C'nited States," he has indentured him- 
self for four years of the heaviest servi- 
tude that ever fell to the lot of any 
mortal. 
By, comparison the "hired 


man" talked about in the last canvass 
would lead a pampered existence, and a 
wmstitutional 
monarch is a man of 


leisure. A president equal to his oath 
Is both king and premier; he reigns and 
he rtilee; he is bowed down by the 
crown of authority and is encompassed 
by the mantle of care.—C. C. Buel, in 
Century.
